QUESTION OF DOMICILE. 


An Important “‘Indgmont. 


_ In tho Supreme Count, to-day, the Chief 

Justice (Sir F. Pignatt) gave judgment on 

the important point as to the jurisdiction 

of tho Court raised in the bankruptey 
roceedings of Chan Yu Shan. 

His Lordship in giving judgment said— 
The questions ruised in this cass which 
oncom tho bankruptey jurisdiction ‘of this 
eonrt ‘over foreignuors are of tho utmost 
importance, I have hinted at them on 
one or two occasions but this is the frst 
on which thoy have given rise to serious 
argument and I shall deal with tho matter 
ag fully as possible because. a large pro- 


. portion of the trade of the edlony i is done 


with Chinamen carrying on bussiness here 
and in nine-tontha of the bankruptcy 


.potitions which come before the court 


the debtor is'a Chinaman, and therefore 
the fundamental principles on which

of the question arises from tho fact that 
where a Chinaman trades as so many of

Before the Obie Tustico (Sir Francia 
Piggott) at the Supreme Court, in Bank- 
ruptey jurisdiction to-day, the caso came

FEAST OF ST. FRANCIS 

,. SAVIER, 
_ The postponed feast of St. Fionels 
Xavier, the Apostle of India, was held on 
Sundayat the Church of St. Francis Xavier; 
at Wanchai. The Very Rev. Fr. Do Maria 
officiated at the morning service. In the 
evening Vespers were sung, and the ofb- 
cisting-clergy was the Rev, Fr. Spada, 
nasisted by tho Rev, Fr Carabelli and a 
sub-deacon. Tha Right Rev. Uishop 
Porzoni preached a short sermon: in 
English, dwelling on the ‘Apostolic life of 
St. Francis Xavier. Tho service coucluded 
with the Benediction of the Holy Sacra 


ment by the Bishop. 


FAITH, A MEANS OF VICTORY. 


On Sunday morning thero was a very 
Jarge congregation at St. Poter's Scamon’s 
Church, when the Bishop of Victoria 
preached an cloquent sermon. This Lord- 
ship said in part Our faith has ever been 
jn conflict withthe world, The Jewish and 
Roman worlds crucified the Christ and 


persecuted the Christions; avon to-day , 


every Christian has to contend against the 


world in some form or other. And what}. 


is this world? Tt is not the planet, nor 
humanity, for there is no inhorent evil in 
them, but the context seems to suggest 


. that it is thoso transitory powers which 


mato the commandments of God grievous. 
This world is evor changing—it is different 
to individuals and in various ages ; some- 
Limes it is violence ; sometimes idolatry, in 
the time of our Lord it was: hypoorigy ; 
in the Middle Ages superstition; in tho 


eighteenth century infidelity; in the nine 
teenth love of money, and perhaps in this 
twentieth century it is love of pleasure. 
“Whatever it may be, the Christicn, in every 
plaice and in every age, may overcome is, 
‘Uo js not bound by its maxims, enslaved Ly 
its pleasures, absorbed by its tronsures nor 
alarmed by its threats. Our faith is thy 
means of liis victory. Mow what do we 
mean by ourfaith ? 1tis not our acceptance 
of Christian dogmas. Many a slave of the 
world can conscientiously recite the Apos- 
tle’s Croed. It is no§ blind submission to 
the Church’s Authority-many u devoted 
Churchman finds that ho does nob ¢3- 
cape'from' the spirit of the aworld when 
he onters the Church. It is firstly, 
a spiritaal vision of Unscen Realities. 
Moses triumphed by faith, for we are tald 
he endured, as secing Him who is invisible, 
Tho tendency of our day ix to maké so 
much of material things, that a vision of 
spiritual things is regarded as -superfluous, 
but itis not, A vision of things spiritual 
helps us in our life below. As Bishop 
Westcott suid:—"'It is by the introduction 
of the spiritus] ond the eternal that we 
obtain a true standard for things and so can 
overcome the temptations which spring out 
ofanarrow, earthly, temporalestimate. Sec- 
andly, this overcoming faith is a confiding 
trast in a Personal God. By it we appre- 
hend « loving Mather, a present Sicviour, a 
true Comforter. Tho incarnation is, to us, 
a real event, tho resurrection an actual 
fact, and the Presence of God a great 
reality, » reatraining influence and an in- 
aspiring power. This faith looks back wo 
the great triumph of the past—it looks up 
‘bo the Paradiso of God—it looks forwar 
to the time whon the kingdoms of this 
world shall certainly become the _king- 
doms of ovr Lord and of His Christ. 
The Bishop, in conclusion, enforced his 
joint by shewing the contrast between 
lysses’ mothod of resisting the deadly 
charms of the sirens, namely, by stopping 
with wax the ears of his suilors j aud that of 
tho Argonauts, who had on hoard their 
vessel Oyphaus with his lyre, whose music 
was more enchanting thun that of the 
sirens. And sv we overcome the world, 
not by forcibly stopping our curs 60 the 
world’s attractions, but by haviug with us 
tho all-nbsorbing Presenoo of the Christ, 
and by having our ears ever open tothe 
greater attraction and sweeter inusic of 
his yoico, and this is the victory that 
overcometh the world, even cur faith.
